- (NC) — In & decision 
awaited since the Dixon case” 
trial ended here last October, Dis- 
trict Judge E. T. Hensley has ruled 
that there has been widespread vio- 
lation of Church-State separation 
in New Mexico schools and has 
barred forever from employment 
in the publie schools of the State 
140 members of religious communi- 
de who have been teaching in 
them. 


The trial was an outgrowth of 
friction in the town of Dixon, 
where a part of the community re- 
sisted efforts to hire Catholic Sis- 
ters as teachers in a new public 
school. Mrs. Lydia Zellers of 
Dixon, two Protestant ministers 
and 25 other individuals were the 
complainants and 200 persons, in- 
cluding Catholic Sisters, Brothers 
and priests, and State and local 
schoo! officials, were the defend- 
ants. A total of 31 schools in elev- 
en New Mexico counties were in- 
volved. 


Among the violations of either 
the New Mexico or Federal consti- 
tutions cited by Judge Hensley 
were these: | 

Holding tax-support school 
classes in buildings containing sec- 
tarian emblems; : 


Holding tax-supported school 
classes in buildings owned by the 
Catholic Church; 

Having a multiple, rather than 
uniform, list of. approved text 
books for use in State private and 
public schools.

The “private practice” of re- 
ligion, Dr. Pattee continues, per- 
mits Protestants as well as other 
minorities in Spain to have their 
own churches and chapels and to 
hold services for their communi- 
cants. In the past few years, he 
relates, the Protestant churches 
destroyed during the civil war have 
been rebuilt and a number of new 
ones constructed, There are now 
165 Protestant chapels and 
churches in Spain. 


The attitude of the Catholic 
Church in Spain towards Protes- 
tants and other religious minori- 
ties, the writer says, is best ex- 
ressed in the joint pastoral of the 

anish Hierarchy issned in June 
1948. He quotes from it as fol- 
lows: “Blessed be the hour—and 
may God hasten it—in which at- 
tacks against the Catholic Church 
on the part of all reli s confes- 
sions which acknowledge Christ 
may cease and in which the efforts 
of all who believe in Jesus and in 
the values of the spirit against 
materialism and its consequences 
in the social and political order 
may be joined.” 


Explaining why the Spanish 
Bishops should call for the ces- 
gation of attacks against the 
Church by other religious groups, 
Dr. Pattee states that the tenor 
of Protestant propaganda in 
Spain has, by admission of Prot- 
estant leaders themselves, been ag- 
gressively anti-Catholic. “Devotion 
to the Saints, clerical celibacy, de- 
votion to the Blessed Virgin and 
numerous other practices and doc- 
trines of the Church have been 
attacked with singular violence” 
in tracts distributed by Protestant 
missionaries, he relates. The an- 
notations in Bibles distributed by 
some Protestant ministers, he says, 
are “filled with reflections and as- 
persions on the Church.” 


While Spanish Bishops in their 
joint pastoral call for a union. of 
Christian forces to ward off mate- 
rialism, Dr..Pattee says, they make 
it clear that, as Bishops charged 
with the preservation and purity of 
the Faith, they can not adopt the 
view that the faithful are free to 
adhere to any church. They add 
that the question of religious free- 
dom and toleration, besides being 

litical and social, can also be 

heological, involving the right of 
the Church to protect the integrity 
of the Faith. the author says. 


Dr. Pattee then examines the 
various anti-Pfotestant incidents 
which have occurred in the last few 
years and involve the breaking up 
of Protestant services and the de- 
struction of their church furniture 
and prayer books. All these inci- 
dents, the author points out, are 
attributable to a rity tradi- 
tionalist political group known as 
the Requetes, who are dissatisfied 
with what they regard as the gov- 
ernment’s “soft” treatment of non- 
Catholic religious groups. 

These acts of vandalism and in- 
tolerance, Dr. Pattee states, have 
been condemned by the proper ec- 
clesiastical authority and the re- 
sponsible persons arrested. In 
nearly all instances, the govern- 
ment provided indemnity for the 
damaged churches and in some in- 
stances placed effective guards 
around various chapels for added

tire responsibility for the care of 
children.” 

“In certain communities,” he 
continued, “the care of children is 
under a different civilian agency 
from that charged with the ad- 
ministration of public assistance. 
This agency must become part of 
the public assistance agency. If a 
community has decided to use vol- 
untary organizations for the care 
of children, under the proposed 
legislation it will have to set up a 
public program.” 

Monsignor O’Grady also com- 
mented that the bill provides that 
every State must contribute State 
funds to child care programs, and 
this provision means, he said, that 
in many States where it is un- 
constitutional to pay for Catholic 
and other religious child care with 
State funds, these programs would 
be practically wiped out. Up to 
now, he said, local funds have 
been used in many areas for this 
purpose, without difficulties. 

The charities official also de- 
clared that the enactment of the 
Administration proposal would do 
great psychological harm to Cath- 
olic and other private charitable 
projects, since, he said, it amounts 
to “an announcement to the Ame- 
rican people that the Federal 
Government now proposes to enter 
into the entire field of child care 
in the United States.” It would 
be difficult to maintain religious 
child caring agencies against such 
competition, he indicated, 

Monsignor O’Grady made the 
recommendation that instead of 
invading new areas of social ser- 
vice e Federal Government 
should expand its work in the field 
of Aid to Dependent Children. The 
Social Security Act since 1936 
has provided assistance to the 
States for child care in rural com-

What if our industries had been bombed during the war, or 
were demolished after the war to pay reparations to our chief 
enemy ! : : 

What if our railroads and freight cars and trucks, needed to 
transport necessities, had also been destroyed! 

What if one half our nation were unemployed and could sub- 
sist only by the charity of people abroad! 

What if the wage received by those fortunate enough to be 
employed had practically no purchasing power in relation to badly 
needed coramodities! 

What if our men and women had to do their work, under- 
nourished, while worrying about starving children! 

What if the general destitution were aggravated by all of 
Canada and half of Mexico moving into Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Iuulinois and Ohio, appropriating all city homes and farms, and 
driving all their inhabitants, as penniless refugees, into Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey and New York! , 

What if, in addition, many of yoyr near relatives and friends 
were held in prisons and concentration camps without hope of 
ever being permitted to return home! 

That is the sort of picture you would have to draw for 


yourself if it would bear some resemblance to the European sittr- 
ation as it is and has long been. 


25 By contrast, not one per cent of our population was lost or 
injured by war casualties. The other ninety-nine per cent, both 
during the war and since, have enjoyed the greatest material 
prosperity they have even known. Luxurious living is far above 
normal. Even at high prices more meat and other expensive 
toods are eaten than in any past era. Night elubs never abounded 
more and never before were so well patronized. More people 
drink hard liquor and smoke cigarettes now than when these 
things sold at half their present price. The theatres, games of 
sport, and other forms of entertainment and amusement draw 
more dollars than ever before. In other words, we of the United 
States have hardly tasted hunger, want and privation. 


It is but proper, therefore, from the humanitarian point of 
view, that we be asked to give, at least of our superfluities, to the 
hungry, and inadequately clad people in war-devastated areas. 
During Lent we should be willing to practice even acts of self- 
denial, in order that our gift may partake of the itive’ of a sac- 
rifice, and be rewarded in Heaven as well as on earth. 


(2) On what is the Christian reason based? 


On the need of checking the advance of Communism bent on 
keeping the victims of the war impoverished, on enslaving them, 
and on robbing them of the only asset they have retained—their 
faith in God and the consolation of religion. They have already 
lost faith in man. Were they strong enough most of them would 
vrobably even now revolt, and Communism would be the outcome. 
What they ‘sorely need is a big display of Christian charity on 
the part of people to whom fate has been more kind. 

The Church in their lands has assisted them materially to 
the limit of its ability. The Sisters of Charity of St. Vincent de 
Faul in France, to the number of 8,000, have been giving all 
tueir time to them; so has the League of Charity in Germany;

Congressmen Told Social Security 
Amendment Would Hurt Catholic 
Child Care; Priest Sees ‘Dole’ Danger 
Monsignor O’Grady Deplores Tendencies 


In Government To Place Emphasis On Relief 
Rather Than On Insurance Protection 


Washington. (NC) -A Catholic charities official told 
the House Ways and Means Committee here that the extension 
of social welfare programs as proposed in the Truman Ad- 


ministration’s Social Security 


extension bill will cripple the 


work of voluntary child care and charitable agencies in the 


United States. 


He aleo said, in deploring tend-+ 


encies in government to place 

eater emphasis on relief rather 
than on strengthened insurance 
protection, that the promoters of 
the widened public assistance pro- 
visions were “the same group that 
would have placed the unemployed 
on the dole in the 30’s.” 


The witness, Msgr. John 
O’Grady, secretary of the National 
Conference of Catholic Charities, 
said that the bill would affect 
Catholic and other private agen- 
cies in twe ways: 


1) In granting funds to States 
for child care programs, it would 
force local communities to adopt 
State-wide patterns for the admin- 
istration of public assistance. If 
a community in the past has been 
using voluntary organizations for 
care of children, in order to qual- 
ify for Federal funds it will have 
to revamp this arrangement and 
set up a public program. 


2) It would be an announcement 
to the American people that the 
Federal Government proposes to 
enter the entire field of child care 
in the United States, and this news 
would in itself- be an enormous 
psychological blow to the promo- 
tion and actual operation of volun- 
tary child welfare projects and 
institutions. 


Monsignor O’Grady said that the 
Federal Security Agency and the 
American Public Welfare Associa- 
tion are responsible today for fos- 
tering a spirit in Welfare work 
which would supplant local think- 
ing and local solutions with ideas 
advanced on the national or Wash- 
ington “level. 


“I know that generally speaking 
the people receiving Old-Age As- 
sistance get more than those re- 
ceiving Old-Age and Survivor’s 
Insurance. . . but I find very few 
people receiving Old-Age Assis- 
tance that are really satisfied,” the 
priest pointed out. “It has been 
our hope that more and more of 
the aged will be covered by Old- 
Age 4 Survivor’s Insurance as it 
is much more economical and much 
more in harmony with the dignity 
of the American citizen.” 


But now, he stated, some govern- 
ment advisors “do not make any 
secret about their desire to substi- 
tute a complete public assistance 
program for a social insurance 
program. This indeed would be a 
great tragedy for the American 
Wage earner and for the American 
people as a whole.“ 


Monsignor O’Grady said that he 
was sure that “our American wage- 
earners look to a social insurance 

rogram that is in harmony with 
heir dignity, that gives them a 
certain, amount of protection 
against the major hazzards of in- 
dustrial life.“ And, he said, they 
don’t want to be judged “needy,” 
and they don’t want “to admit that 
they have to be taken over in 
bankruptcy.” 

To support his contention that 
the Administration bill would hurt 

rivate charity, he cited specific 
oeations. and instances. He refer- 
red to situations in San Francisco, 
Peoria, Springfield, III., and Indian- 
apolis, where he said voluntary 
agencies in recent weeks have been 
involved in struggles to keep the 
administration of welfare work un- 
der local arrangements as in the 


past. 
Responding to questioning by 


Rep. John Carroll of Colorado, 


ignor O'Grady acknowledged 
that re had been contention be- 
tween the Colorado state public 
welfare authorities and the volin- 
tary agencies in the State and he 
held that the effect of the bill 
be to increase it.

Hale Boggs of Louisiana 
how the entrance of the Federal 
Government into the whole field of 
child care would affect, as one ex- 
ample, the work of the hundreds 
of volunteer workers of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society and St. 
Margaret’s Daughters in New Or- 
leans alone, He showed how this 
work, now given without cost and 
in the neighborly volunteer spirit, 
would be eventually curtailed and 
supplanted by that of profession- 
al workers at the taxpayers’ ex- 
pense if the Federal Government 
stepped in. 

Msgr. O’Grady furnished the 
committee with an eloquent disser- 
tation on the things voluntary 
agencies can do that the public as- 
sistance agencies cannot. 

The kernel of his discussion was 
that welfare work involves not 
“eases,” or factors recorded on a 
filing eard, but the complex prob- 
lems of individual human beings. 
He said that voluntary agencies, 
by their very nature, have the 
idealism so necessary to preserve 
privacy and dignity in their work, 
and he described how the private 
groups, especially in the smaller 
town, can act much more quickly 
to stop domestic troubles before 
they become insoluble. 

As Monsignor O’Grady put it, 
“there are some domestic deficien- 
cies that just cannot be spread 
out on a government report.” 

With regard to the care of chil- 
dren, he said that it is especially 
children who are away from their 
natural homes who need the spir- 
itual guidance which can be sup- 
plied to them only by Church-con- 
ducted or supervised homes. 

At one point in his testimony, 
Monsignor O’Grady said that the 
principle that orphaned children 
should be brought up in the faith 
of their parents was much better 
recognized in the 1870's, when 
the Church was just beginning its 
child welfare program, than it is 
today.

They have been used to saying 
their Rosary at Mass. This was 
not bad, and it was quite general 
with many who had kept their 
Faith at the cost of an education. 
Nor was it . when 
the mysteries of Our Lord's Pas- 
sion and Death fitted so closely 
with the re-enactment of these 


Joyful and Glorious mysteries 
find their place. But the Rosary 
is not the Mass nor the text and 
action of the Mass. And why be 
satisfied with Devotions at Mass, 
found in most prayerbooks, when 
the same books offer the actual 
text of the Mass itself? With 
very little effort you can learn 
to take your rightful part in of- 
fering the Holy Sacrifice with the 
priest. 


Competing With Custom 


You may at times have tö com- 
pete with old but out-moded cus- 
tom. In some churches, it is usual 
to sing hymns during the Mass. 
Often as not, these may have little 
or nothing to do with the Sacrifice 
as such, but are rather suited to 
the season or circumstance. Not 
infrequently, “As the Dewy Shades 
of Even” may prove distracting, 
especially on an early First Fri- 
day morning in winter. Or you 
may be expected to join in a hymn 
that has little to do with the Mass 
you are trying to help offer. May- 
be the custom is your own and 
that you find it hard to surrender 
the time you are accustomed to 
spend seeing who is at church, 
what they are wearing, how much 
they put in the collection, etc. But 
soon, you'll find the Mass much 
more absorbing than such trifles 
and God’s presence far more in- 


Iteresting than your neighbors’. 


Claire Booth Luce has compared 
the Mass to the drama: in this 
case, the supreme drama of Cal- 
vary, re-enacted day after day for 
all mankind God is the audience. 
Priest and people are the actors. 
The Missal is your script; the ru- 
brics your cues. You really can’t 
afford not to know your lines, not 
to take your cues, not to play 
your part as perfectly as possible 
in such a drama and to such an 
audience.

In fact, 
a recent report from Vienna in- 
formed the world that 149 repre- 
sentatives, who were declared 
elected at the polls on August 31, 
1947, have been expelled from the 
government, and that 100 of them 
have been replaced by new 
sentatives not by election, but by 
appointment. If you wish further

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ary 11, 1949: 
Of the 6 — tatives of the 
Smallholders Party in 
1947, only 34 are left. The other 
34 have n replaced by appoin- 
tees of Prime Minister Istvan i, 
who has been a stooge of the Com- 
munists since the end of the war. 
All 49 Representatives of the In- 
dependence Party (led by Zoltan 
Pfeiffer), have lost their seats. No 
replacements have been provided 
for them. Of the 36 Representa- 
tives of the National Peasant Par- 
ty, five have been “purged and 
replaced by more obedient legis- 
lators. Two of the 19 Independent 
Democrats, and seven of the 61 
members of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Party (whose leader, Istvan 
Barankovics, has fled abroad) have 
been expelled and 1 omg Of 
two Independents, one has lost the 
right to sit in Parliament. 
The Communists and Social 
Democrats who have been merged 
in what is now called the United 
Workers Party have also been 
thoroughly “purged.” Eleven of 
the 100 Communists elected in 1947 
have been ousted, as well as 40 of 
the 67 Social Democrats, repre- 
senting almost two-thirds of the 
total of the latter party. 
In the elections of August 31, 
1947, which, according to many 
eyewitness reports were rigged, 
the opposition parties obtained 
about 40% of the vote, the Com- 
munists, who became the strongest 
party, 22%, the Socialist 14.6%, 
the Smaltholders 15.1%, and the 
National Peasant Party 9%. In 
the 1945 elections which were free, 
or almost free, the Communists ob- 
tained only 17% of the vote, the 
Smallholders 57%, the Socialist 
17%, and the National Peasant 
Party 9%.

These humble men, representing 
one of the largest institutes in the

300 years of dedicated sacrifice. 

Founded by a saint in 1680, the 
Brothers of the Christian Schools 
(their formal title) now number 
20,000 throughout the world. 

In the United States alone, dur- 
ing their 101 years among us, their 
number has grown to more than 
1,600. An additional 1,300 are at 
work in Canada. 


A Holy 
Life 

Their rule of life and the spirit 
of their Institute generate a cli- 
mate of holiness. It is quite ob- 
viously the type of life that begets 
saints, founded as it is on self- 
sacrifice. Saint John Baptist de La 
Salle was canonized in 1900. Bless- 
ed Brother Solomon, a martyr, was 
beatified in 1926; Blessed Brother 
Benilde in 1948. Brothers Mutien 
Marie, Exuperian, and Miguel have 
had their cause for beatification 
and canoni7ation officially taken up 
in Rome since 1934. 

But those are only the men 
whom God has brought to the pub- 
lic eye. For every saint canonized, 
there are thousands known only to 


Certainly we have need of more 
such men in the Church, especially 
when we think of how, only last 
year, by an 8 to 1 decision in favor 
of an atheist, our own United 
States Supreme Court officially ex- 
iled God from the public schools! 

Our present Holy Father once 
referred to the Brothers’ work as 
“among the most consoling of the 
memories” that he carried with him

And Pope Pius XI, strong for the 
foreign missions as he was, never- 
theless wrote that: 

“The foreign missions are excel- 
lent, and they are necessary for the 
propagation of the faith; but today 
the Christian school is the most 
important thing in the world for 
the Church and for society. The 
Christian Brothers must not for- 
get that every one of their schools 
is a real mission, and that every 
Brother, each in his own class- 
room, is truly a missionary. I 
know from personal experience 
that a religious teacher can do an 
immense good, a good that is cer- 
tain and lasting. | 

„I bless you again, Brothers of 
the Christian Schools, noble sons 
of St. John Baptist de La Salle,” 
he concluded, “for your work in the 
Church is second to none.”

‘would teach with divine Authority. 
But here Christ directs those words 
to Peter alone, to whom He had 
just transferred His authority by 
delivering the “keys” (Matt. XVI, 
19), Christ was talking to all the 
Apostles also, as the Greek and 
Latin language indicate, when .He 
sald: “Satan has desired to have 
‘you,’ but I have prayed for ‘thee’ 
that thy faith may not fail“ (Luke 
XXII, 31-32).

War Relief Services, National 
Catholic Welfare Conference has 
maintained a vast program of re- 
lief in 62 countries since 1943. It 
has sent to Europe and the Far 
East over 300,000,000 pounds of 
foodstuff, clothing and medicine, 
valued at $160,000,000, and dis- 


tributed it at a minimum of cost ed 


wherever help was most needed, 
regardless of race, creed or color. 


Specifically its program em- 
braces general relief, immigration 
services, help to prisoners of war. 
refugees, displaced persons, in- 
mates in charitable institutions, 
and its administrative cost has 
never exceeded two per cent. That 
is because it utilizes charity or- 
ganizations in the various countries 
for the distribution of supplies, un- 
der supervision of course. 


Harold J. Seymour, speaking of 
the Catholic War Relief Work, in 
his summary of aid rendered by 
all relief agencies operating under 
the National War Fund, says: “Be- 
cause it (War Relief Services, 
N.C.W.C.) was able to utilize the 
indigenous channels of the Church, 
the agency was able to move swift- 
ly and at low cost, often being the 
first agency to reach the point of 
need, and yet committed every- 
where to providing aid without re- 
gard to color or creed. The scope 
of its program was so vast. and the 
nature of its services so varied, 
as to make a brief summarization 
impossible. The agency was every- 
where with aid of all kinds, and set 
an enviable record for competency 
and economy.”

Were 
it not for the help coming from 
the United States, the inhabitants 
of these countries would even now 
be held in the slavery of Commu- 
nism.

“Mr. Pullidm, the publisher of 
the Indianapolis Star and a num- 
ber of other papers, visited Spain 
only last year, and returned dis- 
abused of his own previous notions, 
and wrote a number of articles to 
correct the notions of his fellow 
countrymen about Spain. 

“Floyd Gibbons was in Spain 
during the Civil War and, after 
having tried to broadcast the truth 
a number of times from Madrid, 
despaired of properly informing 
the American people unless he 
could reach a broadcasting station 
outside of that country. In a 
broadcast from Paris he told the 
American people that his every 
manuscript was not only submitted 
to censors, but that it was 80 
altered that he was expected to say 
the opposite of what he had writ- 
ten. 

“During the entire Civil War the 
so-called Loyalists had an office of 
propaganda which broadcast every 
day, while the misnamed ‘rebels’ 
had no office of propaganda. In 
fact Spain has not had any since 
and, — little is circulated 
outside of Spain except what the. 
enemies of Franco and of the 
Catholic Church want to be cir- 
culated. 

“In August, 1937, the entire 
Episcopate of Spain, composed of 
the Cardinal, six Archbishops and 
thirty-five Bishops, addressed a 
joint pastoral to the Bishops of the 
world, They affirmed that 20,000 
churches had been destroyed or 
sacked; 40% of the clergy in the 
devastated dioceses had been killed, 
and in some divceses 80%; 300, 
000 laymen were killed, solely be- 
cause of their opinions. 

“Russia certainly has not 
changed, and the manner in which 
she has taken hold of all the coun- 
tries behind the Iron Curtain, 
even when 80% of the people were 
known to be _ anti-Communist, 
should make cléar what she must 
have done in Spain. 

“Cardinal Mindszenty, for in- 
stance, was a great hero in Stalin’s 
eyes when he fought Hitler after 
he invaded Hungary, but he be- 
came an archenemy as soon as he 
began to attack Communism, of 
which Hungary had a long and 
bitter taste from the year 1918 
to 1922. There was a real reign of 
terror in Hun during those 
four years during which between

“In the fall of 1947 Hungary had 
a rather free election which went

This is what 
Russia wanted to do in Spain in 
the hope of moving from Spain

I had no sooner captioned this 
discussion than my thoughts gal- 
loped to the unhappiness of this 
couple I know well and the sor- 
rows in that disrupted home, which 
digression I am confident you will 
indulge.

Three were 
not really indignant, but they felt 
I knew little about ine nursing 
profession and shuld inform my- 
self. Two had a rebuke on their 
pen points, and their pens became 
so dry they were unable to sign 
their names or give their address- 
es. Anonymous communications 
are never given other than waste- 
basket attention, for if anyone has 
something to say, courage should 
sustain the idea, and full name 
and address should conclude an 
arraignment. 


But the other night in my read- 
ings I ran across a most beauti- 
ful tribute to those who serve. 
which brought the reaction of the 
nurses to my memory, at which 
time I thought: “Well, those nurs- 
es had glorified housekeepers for 
mothers. For any mother who 
makes a home attractive is as- 
surediy glofified in her domestic 
art.” So now to all glorified wo- 
men, whether single or married. 
whether nurses or domestic, wheth- 
er professional women or factory 
workers, I would suggest that each 
and every one, including myself, 
is a servant. May we become good 
servants, worthy of the blessing 
Monsignor Sheen prayed would 
come upon a group of waitresses 
who had given him a spiritual bou- 
quet.

Observes 20th 
Anniversary 


Fort Wayne—Wednesday, March 
16, marked the 20th anniversary 
of the Holy Priesthood of the Rev.

Mrs. Grant said in part: 

Because free speech is daily 
used without reference to the can- 
on of personal responsibility, that 
is, the law of governing its 
use, we live in disturbance and 
agitation, chaos in our daily fare. 


„Jefferson, in the Kentucky Bill 
of Rights, stated ‘every person may 
fully and freely speak, write and 
print on any subject, being re- 
sponsible for the abuse of that 
liberty.’ 

“In our own time, Bernard 
Baruch has expressed the same 
proposition in this manner: ‘Every 
man has a right to his own opin- 
ion but no man has a right to be 
wrong in his facts.’ 


“Therefore, responsible free 
speech is that governed by law. It 
is not expedient speech, not oppor- 
tune nor convenient speech, not 
criminal gossip. 

“Why are we reluctant to 
speak the truth? Because truth 
and prejudice are incompatible and 
we are the slaves of prejudice. As 
someone has said ‘you may not 
lieve all you hear, but unfortun- 
ately you can repeat it.’ 

We have a tremendous fear of 
standing alone in our opinions. 
We have called ours a ‘Century of 
Progress’ and we are right. Ours 
is the century of progressive un- 
truthfulness—and a century with- 
out peace.”
